The N-Charge™ Power System is a universal battery that provides 5-10 hours* of additional notebook run-time. With the optional Peripheral Power 
System (PPS), it powers a wide range of handheld electronic devices including cell phones, PDAs, MP3 players, portable CD players and portable 
DVD players. The N-Charge™ Power System enables complete portability and allows you to be totally outlet free. 

How much run time does the N-Charge™ Power System provide? 

The N-Charge™ Power System with the optional Expansion Pack provides up to 10 hours of run time for your notebook. * 

How do I maximize the run time of my N-Charge™ Power System? 

You can improve the battery life of the N-Charge™ Power System by following these simple suggestions. Go to the Control Panel of your computer 
and select Power Options to make the following changes: 

1 . Reduce the processor speed of your notebook to its lowest setting. (Note: This setting can not be changed on all notebook brands and models.) 

2. Reduce the screen brightness to its minimum level. "^^B 

3. Reduce the time to enter Standby mode to 5 minutes. 

4. Reduce the time to power down hard drives when not in use to 5 minutes. 

5. Reduce the time to turn off the monitor when not in use to 5 minutes. 

The suggestions above will allow you to increase battery performance by up to 20%. 

How do I recharge my N-Charge™ Power System ? 

The AC adapter of your notebook is used to recharge the N-Charge™ Power System. This is one of the great advantages of the N-Charge™ Power 
System. Simply plug in your notebook AC adapter to the Charger Tip of the N-Charge™ Power System. This will begin the recharging process. 
You can even power your notebook from the AC adapter simultaneously while recharging the N-Charge™ Power System. 

Can the N-Charge™ Power System recharge my internal battery? 

The N-Charge™ Power System recharges internal batteries on most notebooks. However, this is not the recommended mode of operation. Using the 
N-Charge™ Power System to charge your internal notebook battery may reduce the run time of your N-Charge™ Power System by as much as 
To achieve the maximum benefit from your N-Charge™ Power System, it is recommended that the internal notebook battery is fully charged. 



How do I simultaneously power other mobile electronic devices such as cell phone or portable DVD players? 

Charging secondary portable devices requires the following: 

1 . Peripheral Power System (PPS). 

2. Compatible Power Tip for your specific device - cell phone, PDA, CD player, etc. 

3. PPS Adapter.

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Installing Your N-Charge™ Expansion Pack (EP) 



Rail Installation 




Slide rails onto your N-Charge™ Expansion Pack (EP). 

Notice the edge closest to the locking hole must be installed first. 



Connect N-Charge™ system to EP 




Align both sides of your N-Charge™ Power System. 

Slide your N-Charge™ Power System using the rails and ensure the 
connection to the EP is tight and secure. The buttons should snap 
into the rails. 




Lock the NPP to the N-Charge™ Power System. 

Place rubber feet on the bottom of the N-Charge™ Power System in 
the eight designated circle areas to provide stability on host surface 
and improve airflow. 




Plug your notebook AC adapter (included with your notebook) into the 
Charger Tip on your NPP. 

Plug the AC adapter into a wall outlet to start charging your 
N-Charge™ Power System . 

The Gas Gauge LEDs will light up and stay lit as your N-Charge™ 
Power System is being charged. 

When your N-Charge™ Power System is fully charged, the LEDs will 
shut off. Your N-Charge™ Power System is now fully charged and 
ready for use. 




Disconnect your N-Charge™ Power System from the AC adapter of 
your notebook. 

Connect the Power Tip to your notebook AC adapter input. Your 
notebook will now draw power from the N-Charge™ Power System. 

To check charge capacity, momentarily depress the Gas Gauge 
button. 

When your N-Charge™ Power System is fully discharged, control 
will be transferred back to your notebook's internal battery. 

Gas Gauge Operation is identical with your N-Charge™ Expansion 
Pack attached. See Gas Gauge Operation under Step 2-5 of the 
Assembling and Charging Your N-Charge™ Power System section. 

Note: You can also charge your N-Charge™ Power System while it 
is connected to your notebook by simply attaching your AC adapter 
to the Charger Tip on your NPP. Your AC adapter is passing power 
directly through to your notebook. Any extra capacity will be used 
to charge your N-Charge™ Power System simultaneously.
